It is on the 
main automobile and wagon road to Stony 
Plain, Wabamun and other G. T. P .points 

The district was organized into a mun 
fcipality jn 1915. The approximate area 
{s four hundred square miles. The gener 
al boundaries are the city of Humvuton to 
the east, the Saskatchewan river, south. 
fifth meridian west, and St, Albert dis 
trict to the north, 

Crops were good this year, 
erally grades no. 2 and 3. northern. So 
far there bas been little no L northern 
wheat sold, the bulk of this coming from 
the Winterburn district. Some delay has 
been experienced in moving the crop ow- 
ing to a shortuge of cars, but this has 
been remedied. Oats mostly grade no, 2. 
Cc. W. Barley shows some difference.

caused by threshing after the heavy snow- 
storm in October. Considerable amount 
of crep ia still in the stook but in the 
main this is being sold as greenfeed.
